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Lion’s Beautiful Singer

How often we are caused to be comfort- 
ed, encouraged and the dark clouds that 
hang over our pathway suddenly dispell- 
ed by the words and melody of some song 
or hymn. Yet, so few of us stop to give 
any thought as to the person who gave 
this song to the world. It is easy for the 
most of us to recall the name of some 
author of our favorite inspirational book, 
but very few of us can recall the name 
of the writer of a song or hymn which 
We have sung and heard sung since child- 
hood. No doubt but this selfsame song 
has been a stay and a support to us in 
many a dark, troubled hour,—and we 
know that God inspired it, the way it 
soothes our troubled and broken heart,—- 
yet we know nothing about the vessel 
that God used to bring it to birth. Having 
this in mind, the writer decided to ask 
for a little story of the ‘song life’ of a 
man who has long been recognized us 
one of the leading hymn writers of the 
world. Rev. Herbert Buffum is his name, 
and his songs have long deen sung around 
the world in every country where mission- 
aries go. He was born on a farm near La- 
fayette, Ill. His father, J. W. Buffum, was 
also a gifted writer and poet and often 
wrote for Illinois papers under the cap 
tion, ‘Loamy Soil.’ It is my great pleas- 
ure to give to the readers of this paper 
this little story about this great singer, 


musician, and composer,—in his own 
words. The story follows: 
A few months after my _ conversion 


‘from stage to pulpit’ I was engaged in 
slum mission work in the heart of San 
Francisco and one day the inspiration for 
a song came to me. I went and secured 
writing material and to a then somewhat 
familiar tune as a boy of eighteen I wrote 
my first little song. Nearly thirty years 
afterward I was assisting in a meeting in 
one of the famous old theatre buildings in 
San Francisco and one night as I was 
entering the building one of the ushers 
told me a lady in a box seat wished to 
see me as soon as I should come. I made 
my way to the spot indicated and the 
lady, an elderly one, arose and almost im. 
mediately opened her Bible, in the back 
of which was a printed copy of this first 
song! What memories surged through my 


mind. How vividly I recalied the exact 
moment when the song was written and 
now I knew that many of my songs had 
long been sung around the world—yet, 
none had ever brought me more satisfac- 
tion than this, the beginning of my song- 
writing career. 

Many questions are so often asked me 
It might be well to answer some of these 
in this article. Often I have been asked, 
“How many hymns have you written?” 
I do not know exactly,—at this time 1 
should say not more than six or seven 
thousand. I always have on hand between 
a thousand and fifteen hundred unpub. 
lished songs. I have written as high (one 
day only) as fifty-six song poems in a 
day—completing the hundredth one the 
following day. I often write five to ten 
in a day. Then I may go for weeks and 
not write any. It is as easy to write a 
song as it is to write a letter, but I do 
not believe there is much blessing to any 
song not written under inspiration. Such 
songs do not live. 

I usually find the melody comes right 
along with the words and though I could 
produce as many new melodies a day as 
I do words, I do not force a tune. If the 
melody does not come by inspiration I let 
some one else try their hand at it. 

I have been asked if I have favorite 
songs among my own hymns. Yes, I do. 
Some of them much loved by other sing- 
ers and listeners I do not care for at all 
and seldom sing them. 

When I first started writing an old 
song-writer told me, “Brother Buffum, 
you will find that the song you thought 
would make the greatest hit, may not go 
at all; while some song you thought noth- 
ing of, may go big.” This I have proved 
over and over again. 

“Where do you get them—how can you 
remember the melodies?” This is as much 
a mystery to me as to anyone else. But if 
I have hundreds of unpublished songs on 
hand I look them over and each melody 
comes to me as it did the first time 1 
wrote down the words. Formerly I would 
have to write them down as soon as they 
came or forget them. This was often in- 
convenient, besides, as they were no re-

INJUSTICE OF LAW PRACTICE 
TO BLAME 


The very fact that many influential and 
powerful attorneys use all their brain 
and influence to clear noted criminais, 
and have often times set aside the right 
of the law in many cases has greatly an- 
gered and stifled justice. The failure io 
obtain conviction of noted criminals has 
left the common people without hope be- 
cause the failure of vindication for crime 
by the courts through powerful lawyers 
and law organizations is leading us into 
mob rule as a means of vindication for 
crime committed. 

PREVENTION 

Prevention of such lynchings as our 
American commonwealth have been call- 
ed upon to witness in the last few weeks, 
can alone be prevented by the laws that 
were made to define, limit and protect our 
citizens against crime being used for the 
purpose of allaying it, and vindicating 
complaints against those who, by reason 
of crime and injustice, have outraged 
them. The mitigation of punishment has 
helped to increase crime in the U. S. Pen- 
alty for crime will, through fear of it, 
thwart the plans and purpose of criin- 
inals. When our citizens are assured of 
criminals being punished properly then 
they will be willing to leave them in the 
hands and fate of the courts. It is high 
time for the lawyers who thus use their 
talent and positions, and the courts who 
are swayed and warped by their legal 
procedure to awake to the situation that 
is confronting them and set up procedure 
on the basis of law, order and justice.

MUSSOLINI TO MEDIATE 
WITH SOVIET ON CHURCH 


Rome, Nov. 28 (A.P.)—Premier Musso- 
lini will act as a mediator for the Chris- 
tian world, it was learned today, when 
he suggests to Maxim Litvinoff, the soviet 
foreign commissar, that religious liberty 
be restored in Russia. 

It was disclosed that in forthcoming 
conversations Mussolini and Litvinoff 
will explore the possibility of using the 
soviet-American recognition agreement, 
recently effected by President Roosevelt 
and the soviet official, as a stepping stone 
to freedom of religion for all and, if this 
should be impossible for all foreigners, at 
least for Italians.

This might have been 
His motive in spending the night in pray- 
er. How different everything would be if 
we would follow this example before un- 
dertaking problems we do not understand. 
Pray until God does answer and tells us 
just what to do.

under these unfavorable circumstances 
He prayed to His Father. Not very many 
today would ever think about praying 
in such a trying time, but that is the time 
we should think of prayer and more <o 
right now, that we might be ready for 
such trying times. 

My opinion is that there were no bet- 
te. men in all Ofd Testament days thin 
Elijah. Nei-her were there any greater 
examples of prayer in his day. While he 
dd not live in the grace age, and did not 
enjoy the blood-bought salvation as we 
d», yet we would do well if we would fol- 
low his life of prayer. He prayed that it 
might not rain. 1 Kings 17:1. He assured 
King Ahab there would be no rain or dew 
cnly according to his word. And it rained 
not for three years and a half. Then he 
prayed for rain. 1 Kings 18:42-45. He 
prayed but there were no signs of rain. 
He prayed again, but yet no sign. Did iie 
give up? No, but rather became more in 
earnest, and prayed again. The seventh 
time he prayed the servant went up and 
looxed toward the sea, and saw a littIe 
cloud he described as being about the s Ze 
of a man’s hand. This was sufficient evi- 
dence for Elijah so he just took the rest 
by faith, and sent word to Ahab to pre- 
pare his chariot and get down that the 
rain stop him not. There was much dif- 
ference betw-en Elijah and Thomas.There 
Was no room in Elijah’s heart for doubt 
or unbelief. 

Jacob was on his way to meet his broth- 
er, Esau, and aiter he had passed over 
the Jabbok ford he sent his two wives 
and his women servants over the brook 
and he remained by himself. He certain- 
ly must have been in close touch with God. 
This wonderful example we should follow, 
to steal away with God and pray until 
we do get a blessing. I have heard many 
saints say as they were on their way 
home from church, “I could just not get 
a blessing at all.” Now the trouble was 
they did not pray enough. He that pray- 
eth in secret shall be rewarded openly. 
This does not mean necessarily that one 
has to pray with closed lips, but when 
we get off with God alone, even if we do 
cry aloud, if no one knows anything 
about it, we would be in secret prayer 
with God. The scriptures do not say that 
Jacob wrestled with an angel, it says a 
man wrestled with him until the break 
of day. And when the wrestle was over 
he declared he saw God face to face. His 
thigh was out of joint, yet he wrestled 
for what he came for (a blessing). When 
he asked permission to leave, Jacob said, 
“I will not let you go, except you bles» 
me.” This was a great determination, and 
if there were more people to get a hola 
on God and stay until the victory camer, 
what a world this would be to live in. 

When Israel was marching through the 
wilderness the Amalekites came out 
against them for war, and Israel was 
equipped with warriors and prayers. 


Moses, their leader, seemed to know the 
secret of prayer and God gave them great 
victory. Moses commanded Joshua to 
choose some men and go out and figit, 
and this he did. Very often in the Chris- 
tian warfare we have some very severe 
battles against the enemy and prayer is 
the best sword to use in the battle. When 
the battle came Moses made for the hill- 
top to hold on to God for victory in the 
battle. Possibly if he had not, they might 
have sunk down in defeat. Paul said, “I 
will that men pray every where, lifting 
up holy hands, without wrath and doubt- 
ings.””

Did you ever have someone to make a 
slight remark about you when _ there 
would be a feeling impressed upon your 
heart how they should not have done 
such and you would think it strange for 
a minute then this wonderful officer di- 
rected of God steps in and takes charge 
and arrests that wicked thought and 
brings it into obedience to Christ? Then 
how sweet it is. We can look up and say, 
Glory to God in the highest. 

We find in St. John’s gospel that God 
made all things in the beginning (John 
1:3; Heb. 1:2). We find that God is a!l- 
wise. He never left the officer out of His 
plan. The seed of sin came thru the disobe- 
dience of Adam (Gen. 3:17) and_ this 
seed has existed ever since, it is the sin- 
ning nature. There is a nature to every- 
thing. While everything has its nature 
there is a human nature and no man is 
ever saved from the human nature (Matt. 
1:22). Jesus came to save us from ou 
sins, but not from our nature. 

Paul tells us (1 Thess. 5:17) to pray 
without ceasing. We find in our youth or 
infant days we need protection for our 
soul. When we are saved from our sins 
we have made the old apology that we 
owed God for transgressing His laws and 
walking away from His loving coin- 
mands. When we come back to God there 
we promise that we are tired of sin and 
will walk in His paths (Jer. 6:16). Many 
stop at a justified state thinking thar 
they are all right. When we come to 
Christ we make the same restitution as 
the prodigal son. Notice his words, “T 
have sinned against heaven and before 
thee” (Luxe 15:18). Now when We have 


made apology we just pay what we owe 
God. If you owe me a dollar or I owe you 
a dollar, after the dollar is paid we are 
even. How true it is with us and God, 
but still we have nothing to keep our soul. 

Many have become justified and sat 
down there and have lost their experience 
with God. Our life proves such matters 
to be facts (2 Cor. 3:2). “Ye are our 
epistle written im our hearts, known and 
read of all men.” Notice those who have 
been saved and have stopped and are re- 
jecting sanctification, how they become 
cold and drift away and their experience 
leaks gradually away. 

Jesus didn’t say, Blessed are those who 
sit down, but He said, Blessed are those 
who hunger and thirst after righteous 
ness (Matt. 5:6). There is a filling need- 
ful in every heart. We can’t make Chris- 
tian progress in an empty vessel. Dear 
reader, do you believe that a little child 
that is born into this world, could be ltefi 
on the streets of a town to make his way 
through the traffic without protection or 
a leader? You will say, No, and so do I. 
Neither can a ship that is on the stormy 
sea make its way without a guide (Jas. 
3:4). 

CONCLUSION: Do you think that God 
wou'd leave His child to combat against 
the enemy with the many demons to drag 
down his soul? I say No, and so do you.

FREEDOM IN TURKEY 


“The News Bulletin” of the Near East 
Christian Council contains the informa- 
tion that “in a large provincial city in 
Turkey, during 1932, some fifteen or 
eighteen Moslem men and women, prac- 
tically all adults, were reported to the au- 
thorities as having deserted the Moslem 
faith. They were called to the Govern- 
ment, their testimony was taken, and 
practically all of them asserted their 
Christian faith. For some weeks they 
were troubled by repeated summons froin 
police, by investigations and threats. A 
group of three young men traveled to An- 
gora, and practically petitioned the Minis- 
try of the Interior, setting forth their dif- 
ficulties and the illegal treatment meted 
out to them by the local government au- 
thorities. It is religiously significant that 
the Department of the Interior stated 
that such persecution could not take place 
in Republican Turkey, and orders were 


sent from the capital to the city in ques- 
tion which completely put a stop to offi- 
cial and governmental persecution of 
these converts.”—The Alliance Weekly.

spector of hours, I’d often be awakened 
in my sleep With a song and my rest 
would be disturbed night after night by 
having to write the song down. I then 
finally came to a place where I trusted 
the Source inspiring the song in the first 
place, to again bring it to me and now 
I seldom ever fail to find the theme again. 
I have written songs every hour and half 
hour of the night at various times. 

Often, just a hurried statement of a 
preacher or speaker in the audience suz- 
gests a title for a song. Often a few words 
read from a paper or even the announce- 
ment of a moving picture title, yes some- 
times an ad in a paper or as on one ovca- 
sion a real estate sign which read only 
these significant words, “Some day You'nN 
Say, I might have,” brought what seemed 
to me a very valuable contribution to my 
song collection. 

A word now concerning some of my 
best known songs and the _ inspiration 
which caused their birth. I am genera!ly 
known as a hymn writer best through the 
simple little sung “I’M GOING [fHRU, 
JESUS.” This is a sampie of just what 
the quoted statement above mentioned 
stated. I never thought there was much 
to this song. I wrote it on the back of 
an envelope while en route fron. Salt 
Lake City to Los Angeles. | fad been pass- 
ing through a very great trial. Let me say 
right here that most of my songs which 
have been in any way a blessing have 
likewise been born of adversity. Some 
say that is undoubtedly the reason they 
seem to touch as many hearts as they 
seem to do. I KNOW WHAT EVERY 
LINE OF SUFFERING IS. I never pass 
through the school of suffering but what 
from one to several songs are born. 

But concerning the song last mention- 
ed (though it would take a book to give 
it’s story in full), the song was caught 
up and in a few months scattered from 
coast to coast and later it had gone inio 
every foreign country where missionaries 
go. On one occasion my wife and I had 
been singing in a chapel exercise of a 
Bible school and after the service we 
were told some returned missionaries 
wished to meet us. Upon meeting them, 


‘they informed us that they had carried 











his song, “I’m, Going gfhrough,” to the 
skimo and thigh they had no printed 
guage, they loved to sing the song in 
“mother tongue. As soon as these had 
d speaking some others were intro 
{us telling us how the people in 
‘America sang it in Spanish. 
‘years ago Gipsy Smith yzot hold 
ng and has made it one of his 
I found it had been recorded 
ce Jubilee Singers on the Victor 
Record. Later I found it recorded on the 
Columbia record by one of their artists, 
Wm. McEvan, well-known Scottish tenor. 
He wrote me a lengthy letter concerning 
it and sent me his London (England) 
song book containing the song. 

Time fails me and space forbids here 
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to give the most brief recitals of the 
many, many incidents of lives changed, 
victories won, encouragement received 
through this one little song alone. 

A song written before this one which 
has always been a favorite even to this 
day is “My Sheep Know My Voice.” This, 
too, Was written after a rather severe 
trial when I was but eighteen years of 
age. 

Among my later and yet better known 
publications is “The Old Fashioned Meet- 
ing”’—a song written during just such a 
revival away out in the country in the 
State of Kansas. Homer Rodeheaver fi- 
nally purchased this song and every gos- 
pel singer in the world is familiar with it. 
It also has been recorded on one of the 
leading companies’ records. This song 
first bought by an unknown printer, prac- 
tically made his business. It is in the 
‘Seth Parker’ hymnal and the famous ra- 
dio man who goes under this caption and 
his company use it. 

“I’m Going Higher Someday” has had a 
remarkable run. I wrote this after watch- 
ing an airplane awhile, thinking how 
very high the pilot must be but that I 
some day should go higher than even the 
clouds or sky above him. Many are the 
touching incidents we could relate con- 
cerning this song. 

“When I Taxe My Vacation in Heaven” 
—a song with a unique title, has an un- 
usual history and a stranger background 
I frequently write songs impromptu from 
titles given publicly and voted upon by 
the congregation. In a meeting eight 
years ago a little girl gave this strange 
title. Every one laughed. The title only 
secured three votes. Thus it was not writ 
ten publicly. But after arriving home that 
night the subject seemed to grip me. The 
more I thought on it, the more inspired 
I became. I finally decided to write the 
song. It was near one o’clock when I fin- 
ished it. I could searcely sleep for think- 
ing of it. Weil, to make a long story 
short, the song met with wildly enthusi- 
astic and instant favor. I sang it seven 
times the first week it was written. The 
news of it spread to one of my old pub- 
lishers who finally succeeded in buying 
the copyright from me. It went by leaps 
and bounds al] across the continent. After 
several years one of the largest publishers 
of popular songs in America got hold of 
it, arranged to buy it and make of it a 
popular song. The last word received by 
this writer was that this company said 
it was meeting up with their expectations 
and they hoped to print a million copies 
the first year. This is perhaps the first 
time in the world’s history of song that 
a purely sacred selection was thus popu- 
larized. 

“Take the Bitter with the Sweet” was 
one set to music by the late Chas. H. 
Gabriel (my words), internationally 
copyrighted by Chas. Alexander who sang 
it in his great campaigns around the 
world with Dr. Torrey. This also was a 
favorite of Chas. Butler, called tne South’s 
Sweetest Singer. “Have You a Friend 
Lixe That?” had an interesting history— 
purchased by Homer Rodeheaver and 
used by him as a solo in his’ greatest 
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campaigns with Billy Sunday. I might go 
on for hours, but space forbids. 

Now, a word regarding the pay of Gos- 
pel hymn writers. I have often said the 
song writers (Gospel song writers) are 
the least known by name, whose works 
are well known, of any people in the 
world. I might add also that they are the 
most poorly paid of such people. 

I have been in touch with practically 
all of the leading hymn writers of my 
day. I have set music to their words or 
words of mine set to music by Neavly all 
of the leading writers. At ose time John- 
son Oatman, Jr. was said to have more 
songs in hymn books than any other liv- 
ing writer; yet, he sold his wonderful 
song poems for a dollar each or ten dol- 
lars a dozen. I know, because we were as- 
sociated tozether on a number of songs 
and I bought poems froim film at this 
price. He wrote me one time that his 
songs had made tens of thousands of dol- 
lars for the publishers, with but one ex- 
ception; there had never been any finan- 
cial aftermath. Think of one dollar for 
such songs as “NO NOT ONE,” “COUNT 
YOUR BLESSINGS,” “DEEPER YET,” 
“HIGHER GROUND,” etc. If there is any 
money made, it is always by the publish- 
er who buys and floats the songs and as 
Chas. Gabriel wrote me once, “We have 
to buy 100 songs to get ONE that pays.” 
I happen to know that for the song called 
the most popular religious hymn, the 
company was paid $500—the highest 
price I ever heard paid for a hymn—but 
this song has perhaps paid the one whe 
holds the copyright thousands of dollars. 

I am not hesitant in saying that twice 
I have received $200 for a song—after the 
song had attained considerable popular- 
ity. For an untried hymn—words and 
music—five dollars is a common price and 
plenty of song poems can be _ obtained 
(good ones) for one dollar each. Thus, 
if the Gospel hymn writer did not depend 
exclusively on the happiness his prod/ic- 
tions bring him in“‘his life, with a knowl- 
edge ihat he shall receive his greatest re- 
ward in the life to come, he would be in 
a sorry fix. I have been told by two of 
the largest religious publishers of songs, 
that they paid me more than any living 
American hymn writer because they felt 
my songs worth it; yet the foregoing 
prices are the customary ones. My wife, 
Mrs. Lillie Buffum, is also an able writer 
though she does not write so many. My 
children, at least two of them, have writ- 
ten songs since one was eight and the 
other but five. 

Now, this is a random... letter, barely 
touching on the many interesting points 
of a modern hymn writer’s life.

PAUL IN ROME 
FINDING AND FULFILLING GOD’S 
PURPOSE 
DEPARTING FOR ROME 

V. 11. “And after three mon.hs.” Win- 
ter was over, the weather was fine, thev 
could now possibly sail with safety. ‘““We 
dcparted in a ship of Alexandria, which 
had wintercd in the isle.” This was a bet- 
ter ship than the one which had _ been 
w..cked, perhaps a grain sh p from Alex- 
andria. Egypt was the great corn store of 
Rome and Alexandria was its great harbor. 
“Whose sign was Castor and Pollux.” 
Meaning twin brothers, named after the 
tutelary deity of the sailors, and it was 
supp»sed that the deities represented 
should render special care and assistance 
to sailors in danger of shipwreck. 

¥. 432. “And landing at Syracuse.” 
About eighty milss from Ma!ta on the east 
coast of Sicily where 413 B. C. the people 
of Syracuse destroyed the Athenian fleet 
of two hundred vessels. “We tarried there 
three days.” Here the south wind failed 
them and after waiting a period of threo 
days they set sail to reach Rhegium. 

V. 13. “And from thence we fetched a 
compass and came to Rhegium.” They trav- 
eled making a circle called tacking, the wind 
not allowing them to sail in direct course. 
Rhegium is on the Italian coast opposite 
Messina in Sicily. “And after one day the 
south wind blew.” Which afforded a favor- 
able opportunity for them to sali again. 
“And we came the next aay to Puteoli.” 
Which was in ancient days the usual land- 
ing place of travelers from Egypt and the 
East, now named Pozzuoli, situated on the 
northern shore of the Bay of Naples. 

V. 14. “Where we found brethren and 
were desired to tarry with them seven 
days.” It is very interesting to mna the 
Gospel already planted in lta:y which no 
doubt was a source of great joy to Paul. 
The stay of seven days was peiuaps S90 
arranged that Paul mignt nave the priv- 
ilege of addressing them in the synagogue 
on the Sabbath Day. “And so we went to- 
ward Rome.” “After all the conspiracies 
of the Jews who sought to take away his 
life after the two years delay at Caesarea 
after the perils of that terrible shipwreck.

“Whom when Paul saw, he thanked God, 
and took courage.” Pau! had not planted 
Christian:ty in these sections but had a4- 
dressed a letter to them. Nevertheless Pau! 
was greatly encourag<d by their presence 
who seemed to feel no necessity for stig 
ma bcecause Paul was a prisoner. 
ARRIVING AT ROME 

V. 16. “And whcn we came to Rome.” 
That is, entered the city proper, having 
previously entered the district of Rome 
mentioned in V. 14. The centurion deliver- 
ed the prisoners to the captain of the guard 
but Paul was suffered to dwell by himself 
with a scldier who xept him. Upon reach- 
ing Rome Julius handed over his prisoners 
to the commander. Paul, howevey, was ex- 
tended special favor, “granted probably .n 
the good report of the courteous Julius.” 
It is, however, contcnded in that though 
bound with a chain, he was permitted to 
have his own dwelling and receive visitors 
when he would. 

PAUL AND THE JEWS AT ROME 

v.17. “And it came to pass, that after 
ihree days, Paul called the chief of the 
Jews together.” As soon as he was located 
in his own hired house he then arranged 
to speak to his people, the Jews, concern- 
ing Jesus as their Messiah. “And when 
they were come together.” Perhaps invited 
by Luke and Aristarchus. “He said unte 
them, Men and brethren, though I have 
committed nothing against the people, or 
customs of our fathers.”’ He was so particu- 
larly free from desiring to or injuring the 
Jews that he especially insists upon his 
loyaity to the faith of the fathers. “Yet 
was I delivered prisoner from Jerusalem 
into the hands of the Romans.” Delivered 
by the Jews into the hands of the Romans 
because of religious bigotry. 

V. 18. “Who when they had examined 
me.” A reference to the trial before Feiix, 
Festus and Agrippa. “Would have let me 
g0, because there was no cause of death in 
me.” Again assuming his innocency of any

V. 19. “But when the Jews spake against 
it.” They desired that Paul should be tried 
again before the Sanhedrin at Jerusalem, 
Chap.

Vv. 20. “For this cause therefore have I 
called for you to see you and to speak 
with you.” What is more correct is that 
he invited them to come to see him that 
he might commune with them concerning 
the questions at issue because “that for 
the hope of Israel I am bound with this 
chain.” See Chap. 23:6; 24:14, 15, 21; 26: 
6, 22, 23. He still embraces the hope of 
Israel and simply because he had accepted 
Jesus as the Messiah in fulfillment of an 
aged long expectation of the Jews, and had 
renounced the faith of the Pharisees. He 
was bound with chains. The apostle knew 
Christ as the Lord of glory and was just 
as confident that he was the hope of Is- 
rael while he was bound in _ chains 
while he enjoyed perfect liberty. 

V. 21. “And they said unto him, We 
neither receive leiters out of Judea con 
cerning thee.” Possibly letters had not had 
time to arrive. What is more probably 
true was that the Jewish authorities of 
Jerusalem realiy felt that Paul had escap- 
ed their hand and it was useless to furth- 
er accuse him. “Nei‘h<r any of the breth- 
ron that came showed or spake any harm 
of thee.” Possibly the expulsion of the 
Jews from Rome by Claudius (Chap. 18:1) 
may have slackened the intercourse be- 
tween Juda and Rome or possibly Jewish 
travelers had not had time to arrive in 
Rome since spring had opened up. 


V. 22. “But we désire to hear of thee 
what thou thinkest.” We are willing to 
hear, literally, what you think is right. 


“For as concerning this sect we know that 
everywhere it is spoxen against.” They 
had at least heard concerning Jesus of 
Nazareth and His followers negatively. Ii 
is also possible that at least some of them 
had read Paul’s letter addressed to the 
Romans and realizing that Paul was a 
man of no mean ability they desired to 
hear him.
